ACCIDENT VERDICT IN DEATH 
OF BOY AT MOTOR CYCLE RACE 


| <A Coroner's veraict of accident was 
returned today in the death of Er- 
nest L. Aubuchon, 14 years old, son 
of Mr. and Mrs John Aubuchon, 
112% North Channing avenue, who 
was killed Si unday by a motor cycle 
in a race at Maxwelton track, St 
Louis County. The verdict was re- 
turned after a witness testified that 
Edward Meyer of Belleville, driver 
‘of the motor cycle, had fallen from 
the machine before the boy was 
struck. 

Arthur L. Wingerlin of 1329 Mi- 
chael avenue, St. Louis County, gave 
this testimony, saying that he saw 
Meyer fall off. Wingerlin said the 
‘machine continued on _ its course, 
wobbling considerably. A little way 
‘beyond where Meyer fell the ma- 
|chine plunged through the inside 
fence of the track, on to the center 
field, and there struck the Aubuchon 
boy, who died of a fractured skull 
and crushed chest. 

Meyer testified that he felt a jar 
and fell off unconscious. He could 
not say if the jar was from his fall 


or from striking some object. He| 


was not seriously injured. Meyer 
had just completed the eighth lap of 
a 15-mile race, in which seven riders 
participated. He did his last lap of 
one mile in 48 seconds It was his
